SALMON WHEATON, D. D. 


The renovation and Improvements pro- 


gressing so satisfactorily In historic Trin- 
ity Church of this city brine vividly to (be 
memory ol a few ol Dr. Wheaton's former 
parishioners hie saintly face and manly 
form. Ho was for Just thirty years tlie be- 
loved rector of this churcb, coming here 
wben qulto a young man, from Connecti- 
cut. On his arrival bo secured lodgings at 
tbe IIOUEO of Mrs. Amey Wood on lower 
Church street; In a short time marrying a 
sister of Rt. Rev., Bishop Uebon of South 
Carolina, anil immediately occupying the 
quaint old parsonago ou the corner of 
Toura and High streets, tbe entrance lo 
which was through a rustic gate ou tbc 
last-mentioned slr«et. 


Dr. Wheattn was universally respected 


throughout Iho town, and ibe children on 
tho highway would Instinctively cease for 
a moment from their games and sports-, as 
on approaching them ho might, have for 
each a kindly word of recognition. 


OcraBlonally when the atmosphere of 


the church edifice bad almost reached the 
freezing point, and during the singing of 


•4 long hymn, ho would stand before the 
box-stove near the clerk's desk, and with 
hands 
almost encircling the not over- 


heated pipe, would seek to utilize a little 
artificial heal, previous to asccndlug the 
high pulpit for tbo morning discourse. 
Curing the Sunday services he wore the 
conventional white surplice, which almoi-i 
trailed upon the floor of tbo aisle, but In- 
variable preached in the academic gown, 
and always wore black silk gloves. Hi:* 
sermons were brief, but learned and prac- 
tical. On Wednesdays or Fridays (u Lent, 
he would catechise the, children of the par- 
ish as they stood In groops around the 
chancel rail, and listen lo their recital of 
collects and perilous of the catechism. 


In ISIi tho first Sunday school of this 


parish was formed. The number of teach- 
ers and scholars he reported at the con- 
vention of that year, held la Providenc*. 
as ninety. For a short period the sessions 
of the school were hoideii In the south gal- 
lery. 


There are many persons now liridc on 


whose bro w tbe bapt i smal water 
was 


poured by his hand, and others who were 
brought to Illshop Grlewold to receive the 
rite oE confirmation, prompted to this act 
by tbe affectionate and earnest words of 
their excellent rector. Who that has ever 
been present at a burial where he offici- 
ated can forget the pathos and solemnity 
of his voice as be uttered the committal 
words, "Earth to earth, ashea to ashes, 
dust to dust," and after a mortal's pause, 
with 
triumphant 
cadence 
exclaimed: 


"Blessed arc the dead who die In the 
Lord." 


AL marriages, which frequently occurred 


in private houses, bo would usually re- 
main only a" few minutes after tbe cere- 
mony, and as soon as he had offered his 
congratulations would Quietly withdraw, 
bearing away with him a portion, of the 
bride's-c.ike always daintily wrapped In 
triple paper and secured with narrow sat- 
in ribbon. 


Dr. Wheaton died at Johnstown, X. Y-, 


August 21, 1SH, aged sixty-two years, 
and his remains, with those of bis wife, 


• repose in a tomb under St. Paul's Church, 


Boston, Mass. On the cast wall of Trin- 
ity "Church is a white marble mural tab- 
let, placed there by his former parishion- 
ers. 


His daughter Sarah became tbe wife of 


the late Dr." David King, and another 
daughter, Miss Anne, died not very long 
ago in this city. His son Theodore resid- 
ed" in the far West, and at the time of his 
death was known as Judge Wheaton. Rev. 
Dr. Nathan, a brother of Rev. Dr. Salmon 
Wheaton, was for a/long while President 
ot Washington, now 
Trinity 
College, 


Hartford, Conn., while another 
brother, 


bearing the unusual name of Orange, was 
engaged in business pursuits. 


Dr. Wheaton seldom left home except 


to'attend the diocesan or triennial conven- 
tions. Occasionally, however, ho would 
cxchango with Rev. Lemuel Riirge of St. 
Paul's Churcb, Wick ford, usually going 
and returning in the small sloop or packet 


• plying between those places.

Of Dr. Wbeaton It may be truly said 


that he never uttered a word which he 
would wish to recall or wrote a line that 
in cared to efface.

footsteps. Thirty or forty years ago Ihe 
new woman was almost unknown In the 


• United States. She had only a few oppor- 


tunities for collegiate or professional hon- 
ors. 
The unwritten law of many centuries 


confined the exercise of her talents to a 
very limited Held—the domestic circle, 
the fireside, the home. The very term by 
\vhich she is today described was not then 
a part either ot the popular or Ihe schol- 
arly vocabulary. Such types ot her class 
»s forged lo the front and rapped for ad- 
mission into the universities or learned 
professions were hooted at by men and 
ridiculed by Ihe more rcllring members of 
her own sev. There were few women phy- 
Mdsjis. It any; fuw women in the govern- 
ment service; few In journalism; in scien- 
tific pursuits and kindred vocations.

No Speaker ever had so strong a person- 


ality as Thomas D. Heed. No face like his, 
or even remotely resembling bis, can be 
found In the gallery of the portraits of the 
Speakers. It is a face typical of the power 
reached by Its possessor. The Speaker is 
practically no longer the servant of the 
House; he Is Its master and proprietor. He 
disposes of legislative baronies and feoffs, 
and exacts strict allegiance. Tbe baronies 
are the committee rooms, and the feoffs 
are the legislation referred lo the commit- 
tees. No lloman emperor ever had more 
absolute control. In former days the House 
was practically ruled by the committees. 
IK these days, however, the committees can 
report their bills,-but tho Speaker places 
Ihem upon the calender, and the commit- 
tees are thereafter powerless. With Blight 
exceptions, no cbusideration can be reached 
without the fiat of the Speaker- Singular 
to relate, the House Itself is responsible for 
these rules. 


The Fiftieth Congress will long bo re- 


membered as Ihe filibustering Congress. 
John G. Carlisle \vns Speaker. Tho rules 
favored the personal rights of the mem- 
bers, and gave the committees power to 
bring before the House measures which 
Ihey had digested. The personal rights sc- 
;«reij to the m?Ehcrs, however, interfered 
at limes with the exercise of the power 
of the committees. One. or two members 
had Iho power, by simple parliamentary 
motions, to defeat the consideration of any 
bill reported from any committee. 
By 


such expedients James B. Weaver ol Iowa, 
(llirion R. Breckinridge ol Arkansas and 
others held the House by the throat for 


mentary law, as no rules had been adopted. 
He held tbat the previous question was 
not recognized by general parliamentary 
law, alluding to the (act*that the previous 
question cannot be called in Iho United 
States 
Senate. 
Speaker Reed promptly 


over-ruled him. The vote was taken on 
tho adoption of tbe previous question, and 
the mutineers turned In .to defeat It. The 
Democrats, and Popullsla aided them. On 
a rising vole the Speaker was defeated, 
but Oencral Henderson secured the yeas 
and nays. The party lash was then ap- 
plied, 
and 
the 
Speaker 
triumphed. 


Whether any punishment will he meted 
out to the mutineers will be seen when he 
appoints the committees. 


The same rules therefore govern the Fif- 


ty-fifth Congress, and tbe same American 
flag serves as a background to tho same 
domed head. Tho Eamo Speaker presides 
In the House, lie has more power than 
Ihe 1'resUenl of the United Stales, because 
it Is absolute power. The Senate may 
check him on approprlalion bills, but be- 
yond this tbe Senate is powerless. Thomas 
B. need Is cerlaln to he a most conspicu- 
ous figure during Ihe first two years ot 
Major McKinley's administration.—[Amos

By 
refusing to adopt the rules of tho preced- 
ing House until now rules could be re- 
ported the House'was left under general 
parliamentary law. The Speaker conslrued 
general parliamentary low. He began to 
count a quorum, and refused to entertain 
motions to adjourn or to take a recess.

They suppressed fil- 
ibustering by giving the Speaker enlarged 
powers. 
It was possible for coramitlees 


to gel their work before the House under 
the rules, but the Speaker bad the power 
at any time to check It. It could be dmie 
by the manipulation of his lieulenanls on 
the lloor, or in other ways. In the morn- 
ing hour, which was really tho only open 
nay to anything not privileged, Iho Speak- 
er called the uommitlees and recognized 
the chairmen to call up any bills that 
their committees bad designated. 


Importance of Recognition. 


With the advent of the Fifty-fourth Con- 


gress this open road was 
closed. 
The 


chairmen of committees, under the new 
rules, bad the right to call up bills on tbe 
House calendar alone. The rules speci- 
fied that the bills on the House calendar 
should be bills involving no appropriation 
of 
money. 
The 
appropriation bills, of 


course, were privileged. Under these rules 
the Speaker 
became 
a power, 
indeed-

today arc Toronto and New York, aud they 
are both cleaned by direct labor. 


New York not only employs and thus dl- 


Jects all iEs street cleaning and garbage 
dispatch forces, but It has an. organized 
department, with an adequate and properly 
adjusted, 
equipment 
of 
horses, 
carts 


brooms, stables, and stations, and it pays 
Its men $2 a day and upward for eight 
hours' work. To he sure, It has had a 
Colonel Waring, but had Colonel Waring 
been a contractor or a contractor's super- 
intendent the metropolis would not have 
been the clean city it is today. Il is by 
the method of direct labor, under model 
conditions of employment, that this first 
•worthy result of the kind ID a large Ameri- 
can city has been achieved. 


Toronto, the other of these two exemp- 


lary cities, has gone even further 
than 


2fe\v York in eliminating 
the contractor. 


In this enterprising town, with its 190,- 
000 people, Street Commissioner Jones 
Jias. during the last seven years, entirely 
revolutionized the care of the streets of 
tbe city. He has not only organized the 
execution of this work under a 
distinct 


department, but out ol the margin 
thus 


saved from ttie annual appropriations for 
caring 
Tor tho streets he has 
actually 


built and equipped a modest but complete 
set of workshops, where tho entire con- 
struction and repair work of the depart- 
ment Is executed. Xot only are the sprink- 
lers, rotary sleepers, automatic loading 
carts and snow scrapers, each after 
a 


special pattern devised by the commis- 
sioner or under his direction, built in these 
shops, but even the harnesses are made 
there, the horses are shod there, and it Is 
tho 
truthful boast ot tbe commissioner 


that every article of manufacture used by 
the department is produced from the raw 
material in these shops. 


Tt Is exceedingly refreshing to find there 


Inventive 
genius constantly 
brought to 


bear to produce appliances, not for sale In 
toe general market, and hence of tbat 
crude adjustment which can be used any- 
where, but appliances precisely adapted 
to the particular needs of Toronto, with 
Us own climate, soil, street mileage, and 
pavements. By maintaining thus its own 
shops and construction staff, as other large 
business enterprises do, the Street Clean- 
ing Department bas produced an equip- 
ment such that the commissioner, in some 
kinds of work, claims now to be accom- 
plishing with four 'teams and four men 
what formerly required nine teams and 
seventeen 
men- A considerable element 


of this saving of labor has been due to 
the automatic loading machines. Invented 
in these shops, which elevate the win- 
drt)T.-s ot litter directly from the street Into 


L flump cart as rapidly as horses can walk.
